While, Canada was at one time the

When greater attention is given. by 
Canadian growers to the barley 
types required by the British market, 
it seems possible, says the Canadian 
Trade Commissioner, that they will 
be able to obtain a larger share of 
this market. 

The Entomological Service of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
is in possession of sufficient’ reliable 
information, which, if properly used 
by farmers, fruit growers, and others, 
would reduce very materially the an- 
nual cost of insects to Canada’ at 
large. 

Cattle shipments from Western to 
Eastern Canada for the week ending 
February 1 show a large increase on 
the corresponding week of last year 
namely 1,845 head as against 662 in 
1983. For the first five weeks of 
this year the total-was 7,175 head as 
against 2,937 in the corresponding 
five weeks of 1933. \ 

Apple: flour is being manufactured 
in Italy. The apples which can be 
used for this purpose at any time of 
the year are washed, chopped, stove- 
dried, and ground, being milled into 
varying degrees of fineness. This 
apple flour is stated to be equivalent 
to 12-15 times its weight in fresh 
fruit. 

Under the British Agricultural 
Markets Acts of 1931 and 1933, the 
British minister of agriculture has 
constituted an agricultural re-organ- 
ization commission to prepare sched- 
ules for regulating the marketing of 
poultry and eggs in England and 
Wales.

Little Journeys In Science 


THE SCIENTIFIC SPIRIT 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


How a backwoods doctor over a 
hundred years ago made discoveries 
which are accepted today as funda- 
mental in the study of the human 
stomach, is an interesting page in 
the history of medical science. Dr. 
William Leaumont, self-taught rrom 
books available in small villages, 
proved that the true scientific spirit 
is as likcly to fiqurish in the wilder- 
ness as in the university. When tne 
war of 1812 broke out he joined the 
American army as‘ a surgeon, and 
was stationed on the island of Macki- 
nac at the head of Lake Michigan. 

It was there that an extraordinary 
accident started him om his scientific 
career. Alexis St. Martin, a Cana- 
dian coureur du bois, came to the 
pdst-with a frightful gunshot wound 
The wounded man 
recovered ‘under the doctor's care, 
but there remained an- opening in his 
left side which resembled a w ndow, 
and through which fo1d could “e ob- 
served in its course thrceugh his 
stomach. Dr. Beaumont at once seiz- 
ed this opportunity to study food 
after it had been chewed. arc swal- 
lowed. : 

He hired St. Martm to submit to 
observation, and ‘ook the por fel- 
low with him from one army post 
to another, forever peering :nto the 
“window”, and making the most in- 
genious experiments with every kind 
of food available. Dr. Beaumont pos- 
sessed ‘hat tremendous desire to 
know about things, out of whica true 
greatness in science springs. Year 
after year he observed this unusual 
case, and at the end of ten years, he 
wrote a book entitled: “Experiments 
and Observations on the Gastric 
Juices and the Physiology of Diges- 
tion.” 

This book made Dr. Beaumont’s 
name famous in the world of medi- 
cine, and his unusual patient im- 
mortal. To-day text-books on physi- 
ology quote tae original statements 
of this backwoods doctor, and many 
of his observationg are held as the 
best which have yet been made on 
the human stomach.

For a time, at 
least, radium production will be on 
a” moderate: scale and it is not ex- 
pected that operations will result in 
any. immediate large addition to the 
existing world supply of the element.

Demand For Reptile Leather May 
Soon Exceed Supply 
Fashions in footwear and costume 
accessories have given a new Pro- | 
duct to some portions of the British 
Empire and a reptile skin exhibition 
is current in London. Americans are 
familiar with snake-skin and lizard- 
skin shoes, purses and similar arti- 
cles. Reptile leather has also been 
found practicable for leather gar- 
ments, furniture and automobile up- 
holstery. In calling attention to the. 
reptile skin exhibition, an English 
newspaper reports that India has ex- 
ported 2,500,000 reptile skins in, a 
year, with Calcutta shipping 600,000 
in one month. West Africa, East 
Africa, Rhodesia and Nigeria are 
likewise good sources of snake and 
lizard skins. These smart successors

Agricultural Training By Caravan 


New Method Adopted In France To 

Give Instruction In Agriculture

travelling railway schoolroom of 
Northern Canada, a school of five 
caravans has been instituted by the 
Caamber of Agriculture of the de- 
partment of Isere (France) to travel 
to the smallest villages to give in- 
struction in agriculture and house- 
hold management.

Cow Testing Summaries 


Saskatchewan Dairy Branch Com-

Brazil Has Improved 


| Wheat, Apples And Rubber Exported 
To South Last Year 

Canada improved her export trade 
to Brazil in 1933 by more than $760,- 
000, according to a statement from 
the Department of Trade and Com- 
merce. 

Canadian wheat , re-entered the 
Brazilian market in 1933 after an 
“absence of two years. In 1926 Can- 
ada shipped 500,000 bushels to that 
country, but did not export any more 
until 1930, when 205,333 bushels were 
sent. In 1938 Canada exported 279,- 
070 bushels, valued at $176,713. 

Canadian apples were intreduced 
into Brazil last year with shipments 


totalling 1,970 barrels, valued at 


$9,805. 

Rubber tire casings to the extent 
of 77,956 were shipped to Brazil last 
year, as compared with 36,076 the 
‘preceding. year, and 39,769 inner 
tubes as compared with 19,880 in 
1932.

Scientists Taking Long Journey To 
Find Zoological Specimen

tralia’s rarest bird, the night parrot,

In fact, a mixtute, of the 
grains, if available, is best at all 
times, Although wheat is usually 
too high in price to be economital, 
its feeding value is as high as bar- 
ley or corn, and it can be fed up to 
thirty-five per cent. of the grain 
ration. 

Although corn is produced only to 
a limited extent in Canada, it is a 
good beef cattle feed and when avail- 
able should be included in the ration. 
Many feeding experiments have indi- 
cated that a variety of grains and 
roughages produce the best results. 
The grain mixture should be supple- 
mented with protein feeds such as 
linseed oilmeal, ground flax seed, 
etc. when the quality of hay is in- 
ferior. 

Good pastures alone will carry all 
classes of beef cattle, except those 
being given a high degree of finish 
for market. It is advisable in finish- 
ing beef on pasture to feed some 
grain if the cattle are of sufficiently 
good quality to warrant the extra 
cost. Experiments have shown that 
cattle finished on grass with grain as 
compared to those finished on grass 
alone have a distinctly higher dress- 
ing per centage and yield better fin- 
ished, more attractive, carcases which 
command the highest price. Fewer 
cattle more highly finished by the 
use of Canadian coarse grains will go 
a long way to solving the question of 
higher prices and greater returns.— 
Division of* Animal Husbandry, Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 


Plants In The Home 


Homes Usually Too Hot For Plants 
In The Winter Months 

Our homes, according to the Hor- 
ticultural division, Dominion depart- 
ment of: agriculture, are much too 
warm and dry for most plants, especi- 
ally during the winter months, High 
temperatures combined with too little 
sunshine produce weak,’ spindly 
growth, and under such conditions 
flowering plants often drop their 
buds. As the home can be modified 
only to a very slight extent, plants 
| must be chosen that can adjust them- 
selves to such environment. Many 
| railures to grow plants successfully 
}are due to faulty drainage, careless 
and insect injury. After 
the plant should receive 
a liberal watering; and then no water 
given until needed. Blooming plants 
require more water than the slower 
growing ones such as palms, With 
a little experience one can tell when

Another Sea Serpent 


Freighter Rams Sea Animal In Gulf 
Of Mexico 

A sea serpent, perhaps the twin of 
the monster reported from Victoria, 
B.C., was listed having bsen 
rammed by a freighter in the Gulf 
of Mexico. ; 

Captain L. Baker of the Clyde 
Mallory freighter Pecos, reported to 
the owners of the vessel “an un- 
usual occurence.” 

“When the ship lost headway, we 
saw that instead of wreckage, it 
was some sea animal and we had ap- 
parently struck it amidships and it 
had been around the stem and stayed 
there. From what we could see the 
thing appeared to be 80 or 40 feet 
long and that. part that showed out 
of the water was five or six feet 
broad and dark, being a grayish 
brown spotted color, 

“It was a dark night and with 
flashlights we did not get a good 
view of the thing as I should like to 
have done. We tried to observe more 
but as the ship reversed, the thing 
fell into the sea.” 

The Mauretania, returning recent- 
ly from a cruise, bore a notation in 
its log to the effect that a sea serpent 
had been sighted in the Caribbean on 
January 30.

Figures Covering Tourist Cars Last 
Year Are Interesting 

During the past calendar year 
2,233,418 tourist automobiles entered 
Canada for a period of 24 hours; 
863,136 for a period not exceeding 
60 days, and 333 for a period exceed- 
ing 68 days according to a state- 
ment issued by the Department of

The Changing North 


Aeroplane Transportation Brings 

Hinterland Close to Civilization 

The face of the Northland has 
béen lifted. It is difficult, these days, 
to recognize that dozing, dreamy 
country of even as late ag six years 
ago. Then, time meant little; to go 
from one point to another, in wintsr 
or summer, was a matter of several 
sleeps, and no voyageur was brash 
enough to hurry, unless he were in 
danger of getting frozen in or strand- 
ed by melting ice. 

But all that is changed. The aero- 
plane has done it. Now the North 
is alert and peppy. Travellers hurtle 
through the air over,-trails along 
which they .once laboriously tripped 
by dogs or canoes. The result has 
been a startling change in Northern 
living. The tempo has been increased. 

Mineral development has been the 
cause of this. It has resulted in 
localities that were once the haunts 
of Indians and traders and trappers 
becoming bustling communities of in- 
tense and optimistic activity. These 
communities are joined to each other 
and to depots of supply at railway 
and waterway points by airlines. In 
1928 it used to. cost $4 to transport 
a ton a mile through the skies; now 
it costs $1 to handle the same weight 
the same distance. The effect has 
been a profound alteration in the 
routine of Northern living. In another 
decade, those who once used to pad- 
dle and portage and mush over long 
trails will not recognize the New 
North, They hardly do even now.— 
Winnipeg Free Press.

Canada’s Mysterious “Pingos” 


Conical Sand Hills Found in Macken- 
. ale River District 


While investigating the pasture 


possibilities of the northern: prairies | 


for reindeer, Messrs, A. E, and R, T. 
Porsild, the Canadian government 
botanists and investigators, encoun- 
tered many conical sand hills on the 
sea coast from the Mackenzie to the 
Anderson river. Characteristic of 
that part of the Arctio coast, these 
gravel hills are knoWn as “pingos” 
and their origin still remains an un- 
solved puzzle. “We had occasion to 
examine a good many pingos”, re- 
ported these officers, “and always 
found them of the same general ap- 
pearance, They usually are circular 
or oblong, sometimes 100 feet in 
height but mostly less. 
of the hill is nearly always hollow 
like the crater of a volcano and con- 
tains a small lake of fresh water. In 
this country good drinking water is 
very scarce as all the lakes are more 
or less briny. The fact that the 
pingo lakes are alwayg fresh is well 
known to the natives who often walk 
long distances to‘get their drinking 
water from them.”

The School OF Eapirigncs 


People learn their most important and valuable lessons in the school of 
experience. It is a school that opens at birth and closes with death, and 
;there are no vacation periods. We are pass'ng through some exper'ence 
‘at all times, and we are imbibing knowledge, learning something as a result. 
It may be that, like lessons learned in school and from books, we may for- 
get some of the lessons of experience, for a time at any rate; even more 
‘frequently we may ignore and neglect the lessons which experience has 
‘taught us; nevertheless they have left their imprint upon our minds and 
have influenced our lives for weal or for woe. 

It not infrequently happens that a short, sharp lesson is learned never 
to be forgotten from some one brief experience. Something enters our 
lives,it May be a great sorrow or a great joy,—which then and there 
alters the whole course of our lives. On the other hand, it is often the case 
that in order that a lesson may be effectively learned, the experience which 
is teaching it may be greatly prolonged in order that it may be impressed 
upon us in the way that is necessary. And while individuals may learn a 
fesson from some experience very quickly, it is usually a much slower pro- 
cess for communities and nations to so learn and profit by experience. 

Consider the present economic upheaval throughout the world, now con- 
tinuing into its fifth or sixth year. Some people, no doubt, learned valuable 
lessons fr6m it during the first twelve-month of its duration; others have 
learned as the months and years have gone by. Communities and nations 
have learned some lessons, and some have, of course, learned more and 
faster than others. All are still learning; learning perhaps a little more 
thoroughly now than they were two and three years ago. But it is quite 
evident that the nations have not yet grasped, or at any rate accepted, the 
great truths which the Great Depression has been teaching any more than 
they grasped, or accepted, the great truths which the Great War should 
have impressed upon all mankind. 

Possibly it is because man has not yet learned the lessons, or at least 
accepted the teachings of the existing depressed economic state, that the 
Gepression is so greatly prolonged and still continues. There are certain 
lessons which the nations of mankind must learn, and not only learn but put 
their learning and knowledge into practical effect, before the depress'on 
awill be overcome. The longer the depression continues the more forcibly it 
fs teaching those lessons. They are lessons being learned through a b'tter 
experience, but it is the stupidity and unwillingness of man to learn obvious 
lessons that is prolonging that bitter experience. 

The four years of death, horror, suffering and destruction of the Great 
War, together with its aftermath of trouble and losses, of which the pres- 
ent chaotic economic and financial situation is a part, have not taught the 
nations the utter futility of war. Surely they appreciate the teachings of 
the Great War and its outcome, but they absolutely will not take the lesson 
to. themselves, with the result that the world is trembling to-day on _the 
very brink of another terrible war. 

But while the nations may thus be much slower than individuals to 
learn lessons they should learn and profit by, people in all countries are 
learning and in time their thoughts and their influence will direct. the 
nations. It is, of course, much more difficult to bring a whole group or 
mation to accept a gréat truth as the result of experience than it is to get 
@ few individuals to accept it. Individuals are now in ever increasing 
numbers learning valuable lessons as a result of the experiences through 
which they are passing,—lessons which will not be easily forgotten but which 
will leave their impress on several generations to come. It will-take time 
to:translate their views into coimifnunity and national life and action. That 
evolutionary. process, nevertheless, is under way. 

It is inevitable, too, that out of the experiences of a bestpibion period 
@uch as the present, many ideas and theories ‘will be advanced in all sin- 
cerity and seriousness as the solution of existing ills. It has always been 
80 in all transition periods in the world’s history, and it will probably con- 
tinue to be so at all times of marked change. The mental processes of peo- 
ple are quickened by the experiences through which they are passing, but 
in numerous cases this merely results in the adoption of faddist or extreme 
ideas, and these, advanced as cure-alls for existing ills, are, generally speak- 
ing, mutually destructive the one of the other. 

Clear thinking, therefore, is one of the most essential requirements in 
times like the present, Our experiences should teach us not to act hastily. 
They should recall to us that we made great mistakes in the mounting days 
of prosperity, and they should put us on guard against committing other 
and equally great mistakes under the influence of a great depression. It 
is never wise to reach definite and far-reaching decisions beyond recall when 
we are either on the mountain peaks or at the bottom of the deep valleys. 

In a word, in the school of experience we should learn that it is most 
important, vitally so, that we order and control our thinking powers, and 
apply them to the practical problems at. hand in full realization of the fact 
that, while there is no short cut to betterment and perfection, betterment 
can be obtained by practical, united effort, while what now may be regarded 
as ideal will, if and when realized, prove to be but a stepping stone to a 
still nobler ideal.

Technical Education 


Western Provinces To Benefit By 
Amendment To Education Act 


Legislation extending the time for 
provinces to. expend their allowance 
for technical education undef the 
original act of 1919 will be intro- 
duced in parliament. Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and New Brunswick are 
the three provinces affected under 
the proposed bill. 

Preliminary resolution placed on 
the order of the house of commons 
by Hon, W. A. Gordon, minister of 
labor, said: 

“That the technical education act 
be amended to provide that any bal- 
ance of the $10,000,000 appropriated 
under the act, unexpended on the 
3ist March, 1934, shall remain avail- 
able during any one or more of the 
five succeeding fiscal years, but no 
portion thereof shall be paid to any 
province after the 31st day of March, 
1939.”

Utilizing Heat From Sun 


Tapping This Source Of Energy Is 
Not Impossible 


In these days of fast-diminishing 
coal piles the householder often 
sighs for a system of heating which 
would be reliable, fool-proof, and 
inexpensive. There are such heating 
systems. In Iceland, for instance, 
many of the homes and office build- 
ings of the principal city are heated 
by hot water which flows from vol- 
canic springs. And here and there 
on ‘this continent cnergy supplied 
from water power “keeps a com- 
munity warm. 

Man ‘has for yeherations recog- 
nized that the sun’s rays, if they 
could be_utilized, would be a fine sub- 
stitute for co&l, wood, or natural gas. 
The difficulty has been to find a way 
to harness the sun. The amount of 
power which goes to waste, so to 
speak, is enormous. More energy is 
poured upon Detroit on a sunny day 
than could be supplied by scores of 
Niagaras. Eighteen hundred times 
as much energy beats upon the 
Sahara desert in a day as is released 


‘py burning’ all the coal mined in, the 


werld in a year, 

The task of tapping this source of 
energy is not an impossible cne. 
Jcbn Ericsson, who ‘built the iron- 
clad Monitor during the Civil War, 
devised a solar boiler which generat- 
ed enough steam to perform useful 
work, And later Frank Shuman set 
up a plant which runs an irrigation 
system in Egypt. The most recent 
experiment is reported from the Geo- 
physical Observatory at Tashkent, 
Russia, where a portable reflector 
uses the sun’s rays to heat water for 
laundry purposes. The picture of this 
device broadcast by the Russian gov- 
ernment, incidentally, ought to 
amuse the staff of the Mt. Wilson 
Observatory in California, for a solar 
heating device built on the slope of 
that mountain has supplied the resi- 
dents with hot running water for 
years.—Detroit Free Press,

Canadian National Steamer To Carry 
Grain Cargoes This Year 

Following up his recent announce- 
ment regarding sailings to and from 
Churchill this year, Hon, J. A. Merk- 
ley, minister of railways, labor and 
industries, stated that he had receiv- 
ed word from the department of 
trade and commerce, Ottawa, to the 
effect that arrangements have been 
made whereby the Canadian National 
steamer “Canadian Britisher”’ will 
berth at Churchill on the opening of 
navigation, about August 15. 

She has definitely received a grain 
charter which will also permit of 
loading from 1,000 to 1,200 tons of 
general cargo. The steamer is ex- 
pécted to also carry 200 head of 
cattle for which she has accommoda- 
tion. The grain, general cargo, and 
cattle, will be discharged at London. 

With respect to the westbound leg 
of the voyage to Churchill, the Cana- 
dian National steamships will con- 
sider putting the “Canadian Bri- 
tisher” into Antwerp or other ports, 
providing about 1,000 tons of cargo 
can be secured in any given -port. 

In connection with the sailing of 
the S.S. “Brandon’’ from Caurchill 
about the middle of August, in addi- 
tion to space having been reserved 
for about 1,500 tons of general cargo, 
the steamer has accommodation for 
10 tons refrigerator products and 200 
head ‘of cattle, This steamer will also 
discharge at London.

The second Dominion Drama Festi- 
val will be held in the Little Theatre, 
Ottawa, in the last week of April. 
when teams from all over the coun- 
try will present plays in competition 
for the trophy presented by ‘His Ex- 
cellency, the Earl of Bessborough. 
governor general of Canada. ‘During 
the weeks prior to the festival elimi- 
nation contests are being held 
throughout Canada. Rupert Harvey, 
a distinguished English actor who 
was the adjudicator at the final com- 
petition in Ottawa last year is travel- 
ling across the Dominion acting as 
judge in the various eliminations.

cline in prices. Extension of areas 
and technical progress in wheat ‘pro- 
duction is found to have outstripped 
the natural growth of population and 
possibilities of preduction have prov- 
ed to be in advance of marketing 
facilities, ~~ 

The whole present generation of 
farmers have grown up in the belief 
that a continuous increase in popu- 
lation and along with it a continuous 
expansion of trade,, wus a “normal 
phenomenon” of economic’ develop- 
ment, states Prof. Henkelmann. Be- 
cause men believed that unless new 
areas were brought under cultivation 
there would be a shortage in the 
world’s food supply, whole countries 
and immerse continental areas were 
opened up within the life time of the 
last generation. .Under the illusion 
that consumers could be “grown” like 
tomatoes, provision was made for 
further extension of production with 
increasing yield capacity in anticipa- 
tion that the consumers, for whose 
benefit this vast machinery was be- 
ing set up, would come into existence 
of themselves. 

The findings of eminent .stat'sti- 
cians appear to disabuse this bel‘ef. 
Recent investigations reveal that 
there is now in view a stationary con- 
dition or even a decline of popu- 
lation. This is not confirmed in a 


' guperficia) survey ‘of populat'on de- 


velopments in different countries and 
in the world, but a closer stady shows 
that the position is that of a declin- 
ing population and we are not aware 
of it simply because an absolute in- 
crease is still going on. This increase 
actually continues; in spite of the 
fact that the average, taking all 
countries together, of three children 
to a household, the number neces+ 
sary calculated as essential for the 
maintenance of the same level . of 
world population, has for some time 
no longer been attained. 

The explanation lies in the fact of 
the abnormal age-grouping of the 
population in the countries most im- 
portant for the population movement 
as well as in the diminished death 
rate. In other words, although there 

are fewé? children by each marriage, 
the percentage of population in the 
marriagable age range is large and 
population increase can be attributed 
to a greater number of marriages. 
The phenomenon of the decline in 
the birth rate is an international 
one, and in the opinion of the author, 
this transition from an increase to a 
decline in the numbers of mankind, 
marks a decisive turning point in the 
economic history of the peoples be- 
longing to the European and Ameri- 
can. civilization. The Slay peoples 
have gone so far in conscious birth 
restriction, he says, that the end of 
tae natural increase of population 
seems to be within sight. 

In the case of Germany it ig shown 
that while in the period 1900 to 1913, 
the number of children to a marriage, 
reckoning legitimate and illegitimate 
together, was four. In the period, 
1919 to 1928, it fell to 2.1, and in 
1929 it was only 1.9 and the tendency 
from the two to the one-child family 
is now noted. The increase in popu- 
ulation in Germany is accounted for 
by the fact that 1244 pér cent. of 
the population is between the ages 
of 20’ and 30, compared with only 944 
per cent. before the war.

Canadian People Learning To Appre- 
ciate Home Product 

Canadian tarmers are producers of 
the best lamb in the world, accord- 
ing to the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, yet we as a people are 
only recently coming .to appreciate 
this fact; our per capita consump- 
tion is just over seven pounds. In 
1933 some 80,000 more lambs were 
slaughtered in Canada than during 
the previous year. Fully 85 per cent. 
of our lamb crop is baby grass-grown 
lamb produced on luscious pastures 
from the Rockies to the oceans east 
and west. ; 

The surplus of grass-grown lambs 
is put into store fer consumption 
during the winter and early spring 
months. This supply is now be'ng 
augmented from weekly slaughter- 
ings of grain-fed lambs produced 
mainly on the prairie and foot hills 
country and finished in Ontario. The 
sheep industry is being gradually but 
steadily organized so that a regular 
and steady supply of choice product 
is available to the housewife at all 
times. More lamb is being eaten: 
each year, and as consumption in- 
creases there will be a correspond- 
ing increase in production to meet 
the demand. 

The present is an opportune time 
to suggest the advisability of a slight 
adjustment in the. family budget so 
as to include more lamb from week 
to week. It is one of the healthiest 
meats for a growing family and may 
be served hot or cold. Legs, roasts 
and chops provide a.variety of cuts 
from which to select. Being " choice

The Prairies For Poultry 


Eggs And Poultry Produced Cheaply 
In Western Provinces 

‘There is no cotntry in the world 
where better eggs or poultry can be 
produced more cheaply than upon the 
farms of the three Prairie Provinces, 
says Mr. F. C. Elford, Dominion 
Poultry Husbandman, or where the 
price of the ‘raw material can be so 
increased through the finished pro- 
duct, and that in spite of the unsatis- 
factory market conditions that still 
maintain, Take & few. instances of 
high production on the prairies; the 
high pen in the Lethbridge contest 
1931-32 gave 2,381 eggs for 10 hens, 
one hen laying 287 eggs. One breeder 
in the same contest had two pens, 20 
birds, and the average production for 
the 20 was 213 eggs. In the Mani- 
toba contest, an average of 235 eggs 
was laid by the high pen. A pen en- 
tered by a Manitoba farmer’s wife 
laid 232 eggs per hen. Dozens of 
these high records could be given, 
‘made in these wheat provinces. Sas- 
katchewan had a world’s champion 
in Lady Victorine, a Barred Rock 
pullet owned by the University of 
Saskatoon, that laid 359 in her pullet 
year of 365 days, and in three years 
had a record of 672 eggs. Her dam’s 
production was 839 eggs. Lady Vic- 
torine, along with thousands of other 
birds,.has demonstrated to the world 
what can be done in these Canadian 
provinces.
